Under Way 


Appointments of Julian Harris as sculptor and Robert & 
Company Associates, Inc., as architects and engineers for the 
Stone Mountain Memorial and State Park were announced 
yestetday by the State Park Authority. 


Scott Candler, DeKalb County 
Commissioner and Chairman of 
the Authority, said work would 
begin “as soon as RFC funds are 
;made available.” 

' He added’ Rep. James C. Davis, 
of the Fifth Congressional District, 
had reported “bright prospects” 
for the $2,500,000 Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation grant sought 
for completing the memorial and 
developing a State Park including 
the mountain and_= surrounding 
land. 

Harris, well-known Atlanta 
sculptor and native Georgian, is a 
part-time teacher at both Georgia 
Tech and the High Museum of 
Art. His commission authorizes 
him to prepare and present for ap- 
proval a design and models for 
carving the memorial on the moun- 
tain. 

The contract with Robert and 
Company Associates covers all ar- 
chitectural and engineering serv- 
ices required for the development 
of the park area which covers 
some 2,500 acres, it was. an- 
nounced. Included in the facilities 


} 

to be planned will be the roadways 
through the park area including a 
means of access to the summit of 
the mountain, a museum and ad- 
‘Ministration bujjding, and several 
large lakes, the SPA announced. 
The plans also include recreation- 
al facilities to make the park at- 
tractive to the people of Georgia 
as Well as the thousands expected 
to come from other States. 

Rapid progress is being made in 
the location of a road which will 
relocate State Highway No. 78 so 
as to enable the Park Authority to 
limit access to the mountain, ac: 
cording to an announcement. This 
will enable the Park Authority to 
charge admissions to provide reve- 
nue to finance the undertaking. 
An application is now being pre- 
pared for submission to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
advances on this basis. 

Candler pointed out that the 
park would be financed fy issu- 
ance of State Park Authority Rev- 
enue Certificates, with the entire 
project self-liquidating.

AT ATHENS INSTITUTE 


Black Outlines 


International Bank's Role “ 


Constitution State News Service 


ATHENS—The criteria of success of the International 


Bank for Reconstruction and Development are precise ones, 


its president said here yesterday as he pictured the bank as 


a bright spot in the realm of international co-operation. 


Pres. Eugene R. Black added, 
however, that the program of the 
bank is “sober and unspectacular” 
and does not “suggest that the 


bank is out to save humanity.” 

“There is no room in the bank 
for irrelevant ideas, however bril- 
liant,” he déclared before the 
Southern Industrial Editors Insti- 
tute meeting at the University at 
Georgia. 

“It may. well be that ‘the Inter- 
national Bank can make an impor- 
tant contribution to the world by 
proving that human aspirations to 
international co-operation need not 
be irresponsibly fickle,” he said. 

The bank, he continued, is based 
on a binding contract which com- 
mits participating nations to clear- 
cut legal obligations and sound 
economic principles.rather than to 
political expediency. The “compe 
tent international staff’ was not 
appointed on a political basis. 

“The bank has, in short, been 
able to develop a personality of 
its own. We are still internationailv 
controlled, but our attitude is un- 
national.” 

He gave as reasons for initial 
success of the bank the private 
board meetings which do not lend 
themselves to political speeches, 
the approval of all loans by the 
bank staff before consideration by 
the Board of Directors, and the 
fact that board members do not 
consider themselves “special plead- 
ers” for their countries. 

Black said that the Marshall 
Plan, by meeting an unexepected 


and Luxembourg, 


emergency, ‘made it possible for 
the bank to pursue its original ob- 
jectives in an atmosphere reason- 
ably free from pressure. 


He listed as currenf projects of 
the bank steel mills in Belgium 
the woodwork- 
ing industry in Finland, hydro- 
electric plants in Chile, Mexico and 
Brazil, and improvement of India’s 
railroads. The bank has lent $731.- 
000,000 in the past three. years. 


The Georgia editors also were 
told that the meaning of free en- 
terprise must be understood before 
it will be accepted by public opin- 
ion. 

D. J. Hardenbrook, Vice Presi- 
dent of Union Bag and Paper 
Corporation, Savannah, urged in- 
dustrial editors to do their part in 
educating the peopl: to accept in- 
dividual initiative and enterprise 
as the soundest basis for a national 
economy. 

The South is on the eve of the 
greatest development in its history, 
Marion J. Wise, President of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Com. 
pany told members of the Insti- 
tute. 

Speaking before leaders in the 
industrial public relations field 
and University personnel, Wise 
said that any industrial develop- 
ment in Georgia helps every per- 
son in the State.

Animals from six months to two' 
vears of age are more likely to 
get the diseases than. younger or 
older animals but the diseases 
sometimes occur in animals of all 
ages. The thing to do is vaccinate 
the entire herd. 

These disease germs are found 
in the soil and on pasture crops. 
and the animals become infected 
by eating or drinking food and 
water containing the germ, or 
through cuts in the animal's skin. 

The sick animals run a high 
fever, they quit chewing the cud, 
become lame and swellings appeai 
in the muscles under the skin otf 
the neck. shoulders, chest and 
flanks. These swellings are filled 
‘With gas and make a crackling 
sound when pressed. The animals 
die within 36 hours alter the dis- 
ease is noted, usually preceded by 
hard convulsions. 

We should not be concerned with 
the symptoms for we can avoid 
the symptoms and the fatal results 
by the simple means of proper and 
regular vaccination. All that is re- 
quired is blackleg and malignant 


edema bacterin (Some firms make}

them in combination), 


But they can be prevented by vacci- 


‘dermic syringe and needles, a bot- 
tle of alcohol, and some absorbent 
cotton. The bacterin is injected un- 
der the skin of the animal. 
Amounts are listed on the bottle. 
Of course, needles should be steri- 
lized before and alter use. 


Now that Georgia’s cattle pop- 
ulation is quite large there is more 
reason for all of us to do what we 
can to prevent the spread of an- 
unal diseases. We farmers must 
remember that no one loses but 
ourselves when the animal dies. It 
is up to us to look after our inter- 
ests. Consult the veterinarian, of 
course, but if none is available, we 
can do the job ourselves. 

Most veterinarians, county 
agents, vocational agricultural 
teachers or ‘successful livestock 
men will be glad to show the be- 
ginner how to vaccinate against 
blackleg and other diseases. Your 
veterinarian or druggist can get 
the materials for you.

We 
publish this all-inclusive inventory in to- 
day’s Pulse of the Public column and com- 
mend him on his thoroughness, although 
we still cannot but wonder why he singled 
out two projects in private subdivisions 
to cite in his letter to Mr. Fuller. 

We are sorry, incidentally, that Mr. 
Doyal has bruised so easily. He never 
complained about those “damn newspapers 
always trying to twist and distort things” 
in all the years our sports writers were 
building him up as a clean-cut, character- 
building, plain-spoken and terse athletic 
coach. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Doyal’s strange 
reaction convinces us more than ever that 
his charge of favoritism in the Public 
Works program is something that should 
be investigated if only to consider the 
necessity of the county hiring an inter- 
preter so that the chairman’s spoken and 
written words will not be misunderstood.

Spare Murray. Get Lewis, Truman Aim 


WASHINGTON—With customary agility, John L. Lewis may duck under the wire. But it is still 
an important fact that President Truman has been prepared to use the Taft-Hartley Act against the 
United Mine Workers’ leader from the very beginning of the present steel and coal strike emer- 
gency. Thus far, throughout an industrial crisis which has already caused the American production 
index to drop 12 points, the White House has maintained the appearance of supernatural calm. This 
calm has, however, masked a coolly calculated strategy which says a great deal about the state of our 
labor laws, the state of our politics, and the state of Mr. Truman. 


In effect, this White House strike strategy 
has been based on a sharp distinction be- 
tween the politically friendly Philip Murray 

and his steelworkers, and the politically hos- 
tile John L. Lewis and his mineworkers. The 
whole Federal mediation effort has been ex- 
clusively concentrated on securing the accord 
in the steel strike which now seems to be 
under way. And the intention has been to 
remove Philip Murray from the line of fire, 
and then, if necessary, turn all of the Gov- 
ernment’s big guns on John Lewis. 


Even ‘the right moment to turn the guns on 
Lewis has been selected in advance. It has been 
foreseen that soon after a steel settlment, want 
of coal will cause the American industrial ma- 
chine to grind to a second halt. And this, it has 
been calculated, will provide the right psychologi- 
cal atmosphere for unlimbering the heavy artil- 
lery. 

Lewis, who is no fool, evidently fathomed the 
White House strategy rather early. This, one sus- 
pects, was the origin of his surprise attempt to 
clasp both AFL and CIO to his bosom, in united 
support of the steel strike. If the other labor 
leaders had not eluded Lewis’ embrace, they 
would then have been duty bound to support 
the coal strike too. 

As it is, Lewis remains isolated. The White 
House shrewdly calculates that the rest of or- 

ed labor will not really resent the use of the 
“slave labor law” to drive the maverick into line. 
And Lewis evidently agrees, judging by his sud- 
den attempt to secure an accord in the coal 
strike. At the moment, it looks as though the 
mere implied threat of the White House strategy 
will spare the President the embarrassment of 
using the powers which he has asked the Con- 
gress to do away with. 

The first point to note about this strategy, 
which may work automatically without ever 
being unveiled, is its political astuteness. The 
embarrassment of using Taft-Hartley was frankly 
accepted, in a realistic manner, as less grave than 
the damage that could be done by in- 
action. But the sincere labor allies of the White 


? 


House were to be spared, while an enemy was to 
be made to suffer. 


Such careful calculation, such adroit planning, 
illustrate the very high political value the Presi- 
dent places upon his labor support. The men who 
did the staffwork were Secretary of Labor Mau- 
rice Tobin, White House Counsel Clark Clifford, 
and one or two others. But the work they did is 
strongly symptomatic of their chief’s interest in 
the political future. In short, this White House 
labor strategy, like the recognition of James 
Roosevelt in California, is another straw in the 
wind pointing toward President Truman’s can- 
didacy to succeed himself. 


Second, even if the President is able in the 
end to avoid using Taft-Hartley (as he certainly 
fervently hopes he may), there is significance in 
the mere fact that the White House reccgnized 
the possible necessity. Secretary of Labor 
Tobin’s testimony against Taft-Hartley’s national 
emergency clauses never carried much conviction, 
since the President had already used these 
clauses no less than seven times. As a result of 
the present crisis, the White House now seems to 
be moving toward a more realistic position. The 
national emergency clauses of Taft-Hartley are 
still in disfavor, but some positive substitute for 
them is now desired. 


A remarkable new scheme is therefore 
being discussed in the Truman inner circle. 
Under this scheme, certain basic industries— 
steel, coal, the railroads, probably oil, and 
possibly atomic energy—would be classified 
as essential to the general welfare. Workers 
in such industries would be required te fore- 
go the right te strike. But in return for ac- 
cepting compulsery arbitration, workers in 
“essential” industries weuld also be guaran- 
teed a privileged status, with pensien and 
wage benefits going beyond these prevailing 
in non-essential industries. 


Whether such a scheme can be sold to the 
labor organizations remains to be seen. But the 
mere fact that a scheme of this sort is even being 
considered at the White House, says much about 
Truman’s attitude toward the evolution of the 
welfare state. ‘

In the Fields 


A “new” farmer came in to see me. 
A food company employee of years standing, 
he had come out of the Army after four years’ 
service, most of it overseas, and bought a farm, got his pastures 
established, and put some cattle on them. 


For cash purposes he put in 10,000 baby chicks and has done 
well with them. He has a steady market. Last year his pastures 
were good and they are wintering well. But the investment took 
all his savings. A 

He bought from a man he had known as a youngster. A lot of 
promises were made about the terms. Now, with fences up and the 
pastures good, the promises aren’t quite as sound as they were 
and he suspects a drive to get the farm back. 


Loan He went looking for a loan. The land bank came. The 

first thing the appraiser wanted to know was how much 
cotton he had. The facts were he had let his one tenant put in 20 
acres of cotton. When the Land Bank appraiser heard it was only 
20 acres of cotton on about 1,000 acres of land he shook his head. 
He thought that was bad. 


The appraiser was high in praise of the pastures and the stock, 
but he said they still didn’t know too much about cattle raising and 
couldn’t risk much. Cotton was more dependable. The loan they 
offered was below what he needed. 


Hopes He hopes he will be able to tough it out. Somehow, he 
hopes he will find a way to make it, even if he has to 
sell off some of it and buy again, later on. 


But his story is one of many such. Cotton is dead all about us. 
Cotton farmers are facing ruin or half crops. Many would like to 
get out of the cotton jail, and saw off the cotton shackles from 
their legs. 


There are small banks where the faces of the officers are grim 
as they consider the cotton loans and the crop. 


But, the system of credit still is tied to cotton. Next year, they 
say, we will have a good year. And, of course, they may. 


Loss But, unless we want to wash out the small farmer, we 
will have to do something to make it possible for him 
to have credit to make the change from row crops to grass. 


There is a cry in Washington about the small business man. 
threatened by monopoly. And he is. There is a plan to save him 
as something basic to our way of life. 


The same thing is true of the small farmer. 


There are many of them who are alert enough, and who will 
work hard enough, and who are intelligent enough to survive. 
They, too, are being put through the wringer, as the small business 
man is, by bigness and by the lack of credit to do the things needed 
to make for a healthier agricultural picture, regionally and, there- 
fore, nationally. 


The cotton crop is good in California, where they can 
irrigate and regulate the water to a drop. They will 


Factories 


- get two bales to an acre. 


The dairy business is good there, too. They have it on an as- 
sembly-line basis. They bring‘on the fresh cows, pour the protein 
food to them, burn them out and get new cows. They haven’t got 
the land. 

Unless we want our farming to become vast factories in the 
fields we wili have to work out a system of Federal credit which 
will enable a man to spend two or three. years building pastures. 


A lot of the veterans are doing well. The usual number of 
whiners are there and the usual number of loafers. But there are 
many willing to work and work hard. 


They have been told the future of the South is grass, cattle, 
milk and poultry. 

It will be a better State and region if we have a lot of the 
hard workers on the land. What we have not quite realized is that 
already population shifts and the coming of mechanization has 
put a pretty serious dent in the numbers of the conservative, 
sturdy yeoman type left on the farms. 


It’s time to think about it.

Doyal's ‘Interest’ 


Editor Constitution: There appeared an item 
in your editorial column on Nov. 4, 1949, under 
the heading, “Mr. Doyal’s Amazing Document,” 
in which clarification was demanded of certain 
parts of said document. I suppose the part al- 
luded to for clarification was the sentence which 
says “I demand a share of the facilities of the 
Public Works Department.” 

First, let me say when I speak as a member 
of the Fulton County Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenues that I use the nominative case 
only as a representative of the citizens of Fulton 
County and the adverb ‘‘my” used in the docu- 
ment discussed in your editorial column was in- 
tended to mean the interest of the people of Ful- 
ton County. 

In further clarification, I shall list a few of 
“my” projects which I hope are the projects of 
the people of Fulton County. Some of the recent 
“my” projects, or in other words, the people's 
projects, are: 

Resurfacing of Washington and Cleveland 
Roads; moving of obstructions from Peachtree 
Creek; building of Russell High Stadium and re- 
shaping of ball diamond; rebuilding of West Ful- 
ton High School Stadium and Athletic Field; re- 
shaping athletic field, Hapeville Hizgh School; 
grading Cheney Stadium in Atlanta; base con- 
struction and paving of Little and Amy Streets, 
bordering Cheney Stadium; grading Morris Bran- 
don School playground; relocation Mason Road;

However, as long as 
I am Commissioner, if anyone in Fulton County 
rings my phone and asks me to help them in anv 
way that is legal and fair, he or she may rest 
assured that I will give them a respectful recep- 
tion and do everything in my power as one Com- 
missioner of the Board to see that their projects 
are carried out. I never instruct my secretary to 
ask who is calling please and my door is open 
at all times to anybody in Fulton County or else- 
where. In fact, one person who recently visited 
my office jokingly said I should have the sign 
“Chaplain” placed over the doorway to my office. 


To keep the records straight, let me say that 
since becoming a member of the Board I have 
said steadfastly that I think the Public Works 
Department should be revolutionized. We should 
withdraw from all subdivision projects, at least 
two of our convict camps should be abolished, we 
should substitute free labor for convict labor, 
that our paving and resurfacing jobs especially 
should be let out to private contractors on low 
bid and that our Public Works Department is 
topheavy’with high-salaried executives. If I could 
have my way, the Public Works Department 
would be revolutionized in such a way as to 
keep down criticism against any Commissioner, 
since it could be used only for maintenance of 
public roads and streets, parks, bridges and other 
such public properties. 

I hope you will give this letter the same promi- 
nence that you gave to the so-called “Doyal’s 
Amazing Document,” and I ask if this be done, 
that all or none of this letter be printed.

REGISTRATION OF FIREARMS 

During the term of service of 
this Grand Jury, we have been 
amazed‘ by the fact that people 
with a tendency toward violence 
are in possession of deadly weap- 
ons in great numbers. Obviously, 
most murders and other crimes of 
violence would not occur if the 
participants were unarmed or did 
not have ready recourse to such 
weapons. It is equally obvious 
that criminals would be more 
readily apprehended if there were 
some system of identification of 
the weapons used.

Ching would not comment on 
Lewis’ reaction to his call for sec- 
tion-by-section conferences with 
the operators. He said he and 
Lewis “discussed all the angles.” 

The Federal Mediation Chief 
said that in his talks with the op- 
erators “we will explore their po- 
sition, following the same tactics 
we did in steel, talking to various 


groups and companies.” 


“Then we'll go on from there,” 
Ching said. “We'll be talking and 


‘pursuing this thing as long as 


there is any use.” 
These were the tactics Ching 


‘used in guiding the steel negotia- 


tions in New York into an agree- 
ment between CIO’s United Steel- 
workers and Bethlehem Steel—a 
pact which may set the pattern for 
settlement of the steel shutdown. 

Ching made it clear that neither 
Lewis nor any union officials will 
take part in the talks with coal 
operators. at least in the early 
stages. He indicated he would 
keep in touch with Lewis bv tele- 
phone in case a break develops. 

Meanwhile, President Truman 
traveled back to Washington still 
facing a decision whether to under- 
take another showdown battle 
with Lewis over the coal stoppage. 
He had made a speech Friday night 
at St. Paul. 

Some of Mr. Truman’s aides 
were reported urging him to pro- 
ceed under the Taft-Hartley law, 
as he did once before. in an at- 
tempt to halt the crippling coal 
walkout. 

But there was disagreement in 
top administration circles whether 
the coal strike had reached the 


“national emergency” stage which 
Mr. Truman has said must arrive 
before he will resort to that 
weapon. 

Lewis met a doublebarreled set- 
back yesterday in a renewed bid to 
end the strike on a sectional basis.

The canasta scoring table makes 
the number one object of the game 
apparent—it is to make canastas. 
On the way to this main objective 
there is a partial objective to be 
considered: You must try to build 
your melds up to four ‘natural 
cards.

The following hand presents a 
problem of the type that arises fre- 
quently. Your partner has just 
made your initial meld, with two 
queens and a deuce, and three 
eights (you needed only 50). You 
eannot take the discard when your 
turn comes, so you draw from the 
stock and hold: 


You can meld kings or nines; 
you can meld sixes; you can add a 
queen and an eight to the melds 
already made.
